U.S.  Drones  Drop  Thousands  of 
Flowers  on  Pakistani  Villages

LANGLEY,  VIRGINIA  - 

As  part  of  continuing  ef- 
forts to  ramp  up  public 
support  for  the  fight 
against  terrorism,  the  CIA 
went  public  yesterday  with 
their  innovative  new  opera- 
tional strategy  that  was  de- 
ployed covertly  in  Pakistan 
last  month. 

The  strategy,  codenamed 
Operation:  Roses  On  A Piano, 
involves  utilizing  modified

“We’re  fighting  to  protect 
the  American  way  of  life,”  em- 
phasized the  CIA  spokesper- 
son.

Middle  East  Conflicts  Becoming

Studies  show  North  American  apathy  at  high  risk  of  dwindling  further

North  Americans  are 
finding  it  harder  these 
days  to  stay  unin- 
formed and  apathetic  towards 
stories  of  bloodshed  and  tur- 
moil in  faraway  countries,  re- 
cent surveys  have  found. 

Over  the  last  few  months,  it 
has  become  much  more  diffi- 
cult to  avoid  seeing  headlines 
such  as  “Syria  begins  clus- 
ter bombing  citizens,”  “Gaza 
ceasefire  broken,  citizens 
under  constant  attack,”  and 
“Woman  charged  after  being 
gang  raped  by  three  men  in 
India"  report  dismayed  social 
media  users. 

“Our  entire  way  of  life  is 
under  attack,”  remarks  unem- 
ployed socialite  Ashley  Beil. 
“How  am  I supposed  to  flip 
to  the  celebrity  gossip  section 


if  words  like  ‘torture,’  ‘blood- 
shed’ and  ‘genocide’  keep 
making  me  stop  and  stuff, 
right?" 

Mike  Sweeney,  a student 
from  the  University  of  Toron- 
to, complains  “Do  you  have 
any  idea  how  hard  it  is  these 
days  to  dodge  stories  about 
child  armies  and  slaughtered 


families  when  doing  my  daily 
check  up  on  the  NHL?  It’s  so 
hard  to  stay  angiy  about  the 
latest  Leafs  loss  when  today’s 
news  makes  it  seem  so  petty. 
It’s  unfair.” 

Blogger  Berniece  Baker 
writes,  “the  other  day,  my  12 
year  old  son  asked  me  ‘Mom- 
my, what’s  going  on  in  Israel?’ 
Naturally  I told  him  'oh,  it’s 


very  bad,’  but  when  he  asked 
me  why  and  what  was  hap- 
pening I had  no  idea  what 
to  say!  I’m  rich  and  white,  I 
don’t  have  time  to  think  about 
injustice  in  other  countries." 

Chad  T.  from  Queens  Uni- 
versity tweets,  “more  syria  on 
the  news  today,  seems  like 
all  those  groups  im  liking  on 
facebook  are  barely  having 
any  effect  at  all!” 

Sadly,  these  claims  are  be- 
ing backed  by  data  as  well.  A 
recent  study  conducted  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  found 
that  total  time  spent  by  stu- 
dents on  the  internet  reading 
about  Middle-Eastern  con- 
flicts has  risen  dramatically 
from  0.4%  to  o.9%-  “I  just 
want  to  watch  Gangnam  Style 
for  the  40th  time,"  comment- 
ed one  study  participant,  “I 
don’t  have  time  to  look  at  war- 
tom  Iraq  in  related  videos."

Kyle  Bradson  says,  “The 
characters  in  our  game  are  able 
to  absorb  hundreds  of  bullets, 
survive  falls  from  tall  buildings, 
pilot  massive  gunships,  set  off 
nuclearbombs,  and  recover  from 
death  in  mere  seconds.  As  you 
can  see,  this  game  is  designed 
to  be  impossible  to  distinguish 
from  real  life,  especially  from 
the  life  of  an  average  teenager.”

Same  thing  next  day,  and 
the  next,  until  after  two  weeks 
of  nonstop  coverage  and  I basi- 
cally know  how  to  plan  my  own.
